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How To Keep in Touch 
When You're Down on the 
Farm

The weekend of August 7 and 8, 1993 my 
wife and | went to the Greeley County Fair at 
Tribune, Kansas. Greeley County is the least 
Populated county in the state with a population 
of about 2000. Tribune is our home town and we 
had a great time at the barbecue, 30th class 
reunion (mine, not hers), 5 mile run (! finished 
2nd with a 34:03 time), parade, and general 
visiting with family and friends. With all this 
activity, | still found time Sunday morning to 
make some contacts on 2 meter SSB, 


But first, a bit of background. My wife's 
family live about 10 miles north of Tribune on 
the farm where she grew up. This is about 175 
miles due east of Colorado Springs. About a 
year ago | put my 4 element Cushoraft beam in 
the vertical polarity about 45 feet up on their 50 
foot TV antenna tower and, using about 100 
watts, made contacts using the 146.97 Pikes 
Peak FM Association Repeater. | even made a 
phone patch on the repeater and talked to my 
‘mother in Colorado Springs. | was also able to 
access the 147.06 repeater at Genoa, Colo. 
and the 146.88 Pueblo Ham Club Repeater on 
Deer Peak south of Pueblo, Colorado. One of 
my more memorable contacts was on 146.88 
with Art, KC@VL at his home on Chalk Creek 
west of Nathrop, Colorado, a distance of about 
250 miles, a pretty good reach for 2 meter FM, 
even if it was through a repeater. We had 
visited Art and his wife Edith at their home a few 
months earlier, so it was great to talk to him 
from Kansas. | leamed a lot about fringe area 2 
meter propagation that week, finding that the 
repeaters would come and go, depending on the 
time of day and other less obvious factors. 
Mornings were best up until 9 or 10 AM and hot 
aftemoons were worst. Some mornings the 
146.91 repeater at Garden City, Kansas (about 
100 miles away, on the side/rear of the beam) 
was full quieting, while other times it wasn't 
there at all 


So this year my goal was to make some 2 
meter SSB contacts back to Colorado Springs 


and to New Mexico, about 35 miles southeast of 
Raton where Ron, KD@DW and Doug, W2CRS 
were going to be set up for the UHF contest on 
Sierra Grande. With this in mind, | bravely 
climbed the TV tower Sunday morning with a 10 
to 20 MPH wind out of the south and installed 
the 4 element Cushcraft in the horizontal plane 
aimed straight west. | had arranged a schedule 
with Mike, K@TER in Colorado Springs and 
Ron, KD@DW in New Mexico, but this was 
hardly necessary because as soon as | got the 
antenna hooked up, about 7:15AM MDT (yes 
Virginia, Greeley County Kansas is in the 
Mountain Time zone) there was Ron on 144.220 
talking to someone in Amarillo that | couldn't 
hear, (Amarilla would have been on the side of 
my beam.) Ron had a real strong signal and was 
copying me just fine. | was using my Kenwood 
TR751A and my newly acquired RF Concepts 
RFC 2-417 amplifier, putting out about 150 
watts, Ron was running similar power from a 
Mirage amplifier into an 11 element beam (| 
think). He was whining about the rough road 
getting up there and the strong southerly 
breezes, but it was obvious to me that he was 
just wanting sympathy so | provided none of 
that. Real contesters don't let such minor 
inconveniences bother them! Anyway, | had 
Just finished one of my mother-inlaw's great 
farm breakfasts. 


After talking to Ron for a few minutes, | 
switched over to 144.200 and called KOTER in 
Colorado Springs on schedule and there he 
was! He wasn't as strong as Ron (that goes 
without saying, nobody is ever as strong as Ron) 
but was Q5 copy. He was able to copy me with 
some difficulty due to an S-3 noise level at his 
location, Mike was running about 85 watts into a 
circular polarized satellite antenna aimed east. 
A little later, Jim, NOUVU on the west side of 
Colorado Springs came on frequency and we 
were able to communicate, although he was 
having some trouble copying me. He was 
running about 150 watts into an 11 element 
beam aimed east and | was receiving him at 
about S-2. | told him to turn his beam west. With 
his beam aimed to the west, his signal came up 
to S-5 and he was able to copy me easily, This 
is proof positive that the world is round (either 
that or there is a 14,110 foot reflector west of 
Colorado Springs). This corresponds to my 
experience at home on the west side of the 
Springs, where | have an 11 element beam 
aimed at the south edge of Pikes Peak with no 
rotor. With this antenna, | have made contacts 
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with Cheyenne, Wyoming, Aurora, and Olney 
Springs, Colorado. In other words, in almost all 
directions. 


Mike, K@TER in Colorado Springs contacted 
Ron, KD@DW in New Mexico, completing our 
nearly equilateral triangle of contacts, about 175 
miles each way. This is nothing outstanding for 
the big boy Dx’ers, but | considered it a 
significant accomplishment and it was a lot of 
fun for me. It was a good test for the new 
amplifier, and | found the Gas-FET receive 
preamp a real asset even on weak FM signals, 
I'm sure that if Ron, KO@DW hangs in there, he 
can become a real, dedicated contester like me
